The eawed boards, the product ol 


the'water-power mills, were made 
into rafts of usually ten platforms, 
containing altogether about 60,000 
feet, board measure. 
The timber 


rafts, constructed of full-length logs 
which had been hewn square by the 
axmen, were ordinarily 200 feet in 
length and 22 feet wide. The pieces 
of timber were held together by hick- 
ory saplings bowed across the ends 
and along the sides of the raft aid 
fastened to the timbers. An oar at 
each end enabled the raftsmen to float 
in midstream and steer clear of sand- 
bars and projecting rocks. 
Unless 


there was some urgent reason for 
haste the rafting was done during the 
daylight hours. At dusk, with the 
raft safely anchored to a tree handy 
the water line, the crew spent the 
nights pleasantly around a campfire. 
If the destination were one of the 
points far down the river, a. rude shel- 
ter, containing a stove and cooking 
utensils, was erected on the raft be- 
fore starting. At the end of the voy- 
age the whole outfit was sold to mill- 
owners, dealers or builders. 
The 


raftsmen, on foot, followed the river 
back to their camps or homes. 


Entirely different were the methods 


of the log-floaters, and it was appar- 
ent that it their way prevailed gen- 
erally, rafting would prove to ue an 
unpofitable occupation and business, 
and the lumber industry, which had 
appeared to be of enduring perma- 
nehc«, would quickly come to an end 
for both raftsmen and log-floaters. 


They came in the wake of a great 


•storm, these men .who threatened to 
upset the order of things as establish- 
ed toy the rafting lumbermen.

The wrecked tract was for months a 
point of interest to the curious, who 
came and viewed with awe the awful 
havoc wrought by the elements. 


The timber on the tract was owned 


by the Portland Lumber company, of 
Maine, and to prevent the ess of so 
rt.uch valuable property, the firm tin- 


logs might cause th* fleet of rafts. 
From the begiaraBg of the lumber in- 
dustry in the West Branch country 
raftsmen had guarded the river and 
larger contributing streams and kept 
them open to navigation. 


"Well, that will end it," one of them 


remarked. "There's nothing more at 
"The Shelving*' that's worth putting 
into the creek, 
another storm 


But if we should get 
like that in '47, and 


some of these fellows take the nfction 
to dump the wrecks into the river, 
we'll have to dredge it before it's fit 
for rafting."

The eawed boards, the product ol 


the'water-power mills, were made 
into rafts of usually ten platforms, 
containing altogether about 60,000 
feet, board measure. 
The timber 


rafts, constructed of full-length logs 
which had been hewn square by the 
axmen, were ordinarily 200 feet in 
length and 22 feet wide. The pieces 
of timber were held together by hick- 
ory saplings bowed across the ends 
and along the sides of the raft aid 
fastened to the timbers. An oar at 
each end enabled the raftsmen to float 
in midstream and steer clear of sand- 
bars and projecting rocks. 
Unless 


there was some urgent reason for 
haste the rafting was done during the 
daylight hours. At dusk, with the 
raft safely anchored to a tree handy 
the water line, the crew spent the 
nights pleasantly around a campfire. 
If the destination were one of the 
points far down the river, a. rude shel- 
ter, containing a stove and cooking 
utensils, was erected on the raft be- 
fore starting. At the end of the voy- 
age the whole outfit was sold to mill- 
owners, dealers or builders. 
The 


raftsmen, on foot, followed the river 
back to their camps or homes. 


Entirely different were the methods 


of the log-floaters, and it was appar- 
ent that it their way prevailed gen- 
erally, rafting would prove to ue an 
unpofitable occupation and business, 
and the lumber industry, which had 
appeared to be of enduring perma- 
nehc«, would quickly come to an end 
for both raftsmen and log-floaters. 


They came in the wake of a great 


•storm, these men .who threatened to 
upset the order of things as establish- 
ed toy the rafting lumbermen.

The wrecked tract was for months a 
point of interest to the curious, who 
came and viewed with awe the awful 
havoc wrought by the elements. 


The timber on the tract was owned 


by the Portland Lumber company, of 
Maine, and to prevent the ess of so 
rt.uch valuable property, the firm tin- 


logs might cause th* fleet of rafts. 
From the begiaraBg of the lumber in- 
dustry in the West Branch country 
raftsmen had guarded the river and 
larger contributing streams and kept 
them open to navigation. 


"Well, that will end it," one of them

But if we should get 
like that in '47, and
